SSrWc learn from the National lutelligen 
cer that the loyal Governor, Picrpont, of Vir- 
ginia, has laid grave charges against General 
Butler before the Government and members 
of Congress. The Governor, to quote from 
the Intelligencer, has deemed himself placed 
under "the painful necessity" of calling the 
formal attention of the President and of the 
Congress of the United States to "the abuses 
of military power in Virginia," alleged to be 
perpetrated nnder the auspices of Major Gen. 
Butler, commandirg at Fortress Monroe. The 
ges which the Governor brings pgainst this 
officer relates to "the capricious exercise of 
power outside ot the rules of war, in a manner 
Justly to render the military authority obnox- 
ious to the friends of the Government and 
the Union cause." And it is openly charged 
.ftM that these abus.s are instituted and sustained 
l«o for cor rapt aud mercenary purposes. 

The past cause of this disgrace to the eciv- 
ice is, unfortunately, such as to induce ths be- 
lief that these charges are well founded, even 
if they were not sustained by the authority of 
a devoted friend of the Administration and 
its policy. His e flenses are of a character 
similar to those which necessitated his 
rnuval from the command ot the De- 
partment of the Gulf; and, in fact, 
partake of the covetous and unscrupulous na- 
ture of the man himself. It is useless to hope, 
however, that the course ot Governor Pier- 
pont will result in toe removal of Butler, or 
even a rebuke for his fraudulent and despotic 
act*. The tame radical pressure and unity of 
entiment with the Administration which se- 
ured his position in the army will doubtless 
be strorg enough to retain Lita In power, no 
matter what offenses he may cemmi'. One of 
the evils, however, arising from his retention, 
and worthy of the consideration of the coun- 
ry, is thu6 put by the Governor:

The moment territory comes under our fla^r, 
reconftruct States thus: Confiscate ard divide 
tbe lands of rebels; extend the right ot suff- 
rage broadly as possible to whites and blacks;

If I could be iusltumeuUl in eradicating 
this deepest stain — slavery — from tbeciurac- 
ter of cur country, and removing all ctuse of 
reproach on account of it, I would not ex 
change the proud satisfaction which I could 
enjoy for the honor of all the triumphs ever 
decreed the mo3t successful conq ieror, 

This purports to be an extract from one of 
Mr. Clsy's speeches before the American Col- 
onizition Society in 1827. It is cot unlikely 
that some other Captain may get control of 
tbe monument long enough to cause the fol 
lowing infcrlptlon to bo made upon it from 
one ot Mr. Cay's later speeches, after he had 
had ample time to review his youthful opin- 
ions: 

With Abolitionists tbe right of properly is 
nothing, the deficiency of ihe power t>f the 
General Government, is nothing; a civil wur, a 
dissolution ol ihe Union, and an overthrow 
of the Government, in which are concentrated 
the hopce of the civilired world, are nothing. 
Lie must bo blind to what is paisinf/ before us 
who does not perceive that the inevitable tend- 
ency ot their proceedings is to inccke finally 
the potent }tower of the bayonet. 

Others ?gain may moke other inscriptions, 
and thus turn the monument into a 
tial dtbating institution.

Call for a Mass Convention of Republi-

insufficiently founded, and that we-arc after 
all compelled, in the period of tiial, to resort 
to the force which, they say, is necessary to 
the existence of a nation, and our experiment 
is a lailure.— [Senator Collamer, (Rep.) 

So we have said and repeated. If what 
would otherwise be unconstitutional may be- 
come lawful, by any necessity, then the Con- 
stitution Is a lailure. If Lincoln is right, the 
Constitution is a blunder— an insufficient 
document, that will not abide the test to 
which all national fornn of governiner.t hava 
to be submitted.

After having labored ineffectually to defer 
as far as was in our power the critical moment 
when the attention of the people must lnevl 
tably be fixed u Don tbe selection of a candi- 
date fr tbe chief rragistracy of the country; 
after having interrogated our conscience acel 
consulted our duty as citizens; obeying at 
once the sentiment of a mature conviction 
and a profound affection for the common 
country, we feel ourselves impelled on our 
own responsibility to declare to the people 
that the time has come for all independent 
men, jealous of their liberties and tbe national 
greatness, to confer together acd unite to re- 
sist the swelling invasion of an open, shame- 
lees, and unrestrained patronage which threat 
ens to engulf under its destructive wave the 
right of the people, the liberty and dignity of 
tho nation. 

Deeply Impressed with the conviction that, 
in a time of revolution, when the public at- 
tention is turned exclusively to the success of 
armies, and is consequently less vigilant of the 
public liberties, the patronage derived from the 
organization of an army of a million men, and 
an administration of affairs which s- eks to 
control the remotest parts of the country in 
favor of its supreme chief; constitute a danger 
seriously threatening to the stability of tepub 
lican institutions; we declare that the principle 
of one farm, which has now acquired nearly the 
force of law by the consecration of time, 
ought to be inflexibly adhered to in the 
approaching elections.

LETTER FROM WBNDELL l'HILLIPS.

Tbe 7th Army Corps entered Littl 
Rock yesterdav after a campaign of fortv da™ 
In which nothing has been gained but 
hard blows and poor fare. 

L*t me give a brief history of the recent 
movement acting in conjuration with Gen 
Bank« and ihe force from Vicksburg. Gen 
S'eele 'eft L'ttle Rock wi h 12 000 men on tbe 
23d r>f March. Ger>. Thayer, with the Armv of 
the Frontier, left Fort Smith on the 221. His 
division numbered about 1 500 men. 

Price was known to be In command of the 
rebel forces In Southern A'kansas. His army 
was reported at about 12,000 and occnDled a 
line from Camden, at the heal r>f navigation 
on the Ouachita river, west to Washington in 
Hamstead countv. Camden is Btrongly forti- 
fied an! is a poMtlm of the greatest Import- 
ance for all movements lookin? to the occn- 
mtion of the Red river and confluent streams. 
The rebels had remained here undisturbed 
since onr occupation of the Arkanaas valley. 

this region they obtained abundance of 
forage and subsistence, and it waa known that 
their troons were well clothed, and In good 
spirits, while their stock was in excellent 
rder. Ours, on the contrary, was poor, in- 
deed. 

Camden was the Dolnt at which Steele was 
mlng. He, himself, moved from Little Rock, 
one hundred aud tweuty miles north of Cam- 
"cn. Thsyer had about one hundre! and 
zhty miles to march. Clayton waa to move 
small column from Pine Bluff*, eighty miles. 
This latter was the only successful one made. 
Clayton captured a pontoon bridge over the 
8aline, attacked and dispersed a cavalry force 
under Dockcray, tnklng a number of prison- 
ers, Ac. 

General Steele moved towards Washington, 
xty miles west of Camden, evidently with 
the design of flanking the latter place and 
rawing out of the fortluextiots what forces 
there might be in there. He proceeded leis- 
urely enough to execute that design. After 
rosslns the Saline, the enemy's cavalry ap- 
peared on our flmk* and rear, though 
ot seriously menacing us. At the Little 
souri, sixteen miles east of Washlnr- 
m, the rebels appeared In force. S'eele, from 
- movements, evidently believed" it to be 
rice's entire army. The fact now appears to 
be that it was only Marmadnke's cavalry di- 
vision of about five thousand men. The" bal- 
ance of Price's army was returning from the 
battle with Banks at Grand Ecore. Marma- 
duke had been left ta watch Steele. Their 
first meeting waa on the 14 h ultimo. Steele 
had moved one hundred and ten miles in 
twenty-two d9ys, at the rate of five miles per 
day. The commander of the Seventh army 
corps went through some brilliant tactical 
movements, but did not dtive the enemy or 
developc their forces. Officers engaged in 
the operations of those three days think that 
General Steele was engaged In pleasing the 
Missouri General with a fine display of field 
movements. Heavy skirmishing ensued. On 
the 16th Gen. Thayer joined Steele. Next 
morning Marmaduke disappeared. Steele 
commenced a rapid movement to Ctmden, 
which he succeeded in reaching first, although 
his march was harassed by Marmaduke. 

Having possession of Camden, it would ap- 
pear that a strenuous effart should have been 
made to hold it. The country was full of 
forage aud corn. Our gunboats could have 
made an effort to reach it. The distance from 
Pine Bluff, from which place supplies were 
to come, was but eighty miles. General 
Steele soon allowed himself to evacuate Cam- 
den and return to his former lines on the Ar- 
kansas. It was evident that the failure of 
Banks on the Red river endangered Steele to 
some extent. Tbe force of the latter num- 
bered 17,000. The rebels were certainly not 
able to concentrate more than this number. 
From the best Information I can gather, their 
entire fo.-ce iu Western Louisiana and South- 
ern Arkansas amounts to abont 25,000 men. 
By the failure to make conjoint movements, 
Kirby Smith has been enabled to concentrate 
bis entire force, first against Banks and then 
against Steele. As It was not in the plmn for 
the latter to act alone and mike head against 
the enemy, of course he fell back,

True his communications were Interrupted, 
o d Little Rock threatened. The day follow- 
ing 3teele's occupation of Camden, Price ap- 
peared in force some six miles to the sonta. 
A pontoon-bridge was flung across the Ouachi- 
ta, below the mouth of the Ll'tle More, some 
thirty miles east ot Camden. Trees were fell- 
ed in tbe stream, and other obstacles put in 
the way of navigation. By means of the pon- 
toon bridge the rebel cavalry under Major Gea- 
eral Fagin croseedto the north of Camden, anl 
cat off the supplies. 

General Steele sent out a foraging expedi- 
tion on the 21st or 22 1, to a point sixteen 
miles west. The train consisted of over 150 
wagons, and the escort, under command of 
Colonel James M. Williams, First regiment 
Kansas colored infantry, consisting of hi3 
regiment (the first negro regiment organiz>d 
during the war), a portion of the Eighteenth 
Iowa, a portion of the Second and Sixth Kan- 
sas cavalry, with two howitzers and a section 
of the Eighth Indiana battery, in all less than 
one thousand men. On the return march, at 
Poison Springs, twelve miles west of Ctmden, 
the command was attacked by at least five 
thousand rebels. A large force was held in 
reserve. Colonel Williams fought bis com- 
mand most gallantly from eight a. m. to 
twelve m., until his ammunition was exhaust- 
ed. He had two horses shot under him 
spiking the two guns. The howitzers bad al- 
ready been captured. Col. Williams gave or- 
ders to fix bayonets, and forming the remains 
into a compact body as possible fought his 
way out, literally battling for every step till 
near Camden. Tbe negro soldiers fought with 
almost superhuman valor, and every maa 
cime in, it is reported, with bloody bayonet. 
No garter was askeu or given, the colored 
men seemingly being convinced of it) futility 
so far as they were concerned. Every one ac- 
cords them the highest praise for most heroic 
bravery, and to Colonel Williams for his gal 
lant conduct and excellent management. Five 
officers of the First colored were killed, two 
after capture, and three wonnded. Oae hun- 
dred and seventy-two men urere lelt on the 
field many of whom were murdered after 
capture. All of the bodies were stripped of 
their clothing, and some were mutilatec'. 
Ttirty or forty cf the Evhtecmh Iowa were kill 
ed; seventeen of the Second Kansas and about 
tbe same number of the Sixth and battery. In 
aU our loss waa abont two hundred and thir- 
ty, four guts and the trains, with a number of 
arms. Considering the odds, it is a wonder 
that any of the party escaped. Nothing but 
their desperate valor saved those who reach 
ed Camden. Word was sent in by the rebels 
that no quarter would b3 given to Kansas sol- 
diers, black or white. The Iowa wonnded 
were killed atter capture under the impres- 
sion that they belonged to the Twelfth Kan- 
sas, with which regiments the First and Sec 
ond colored regiments are brigaded. 

About the 25. h, a train returning from Cam- 
den to Pine Bluffs, escorted by the . <ih Ohio, 
some Indiana cavalry and four gone of a Mis 
souri battery, was attacked by a superior cav- 
alry force under Marmaduke. Alter a short 
light tbe T. h sui rendered. The train consist- 
ed of 500 wagons, and had with it over three 
hundred refugees, principally women and 
children, black and white. I was informed at 
Pine Bluff that, acting under Marmadnke's 
order.*, the majoritv of these p 0- wretches 
were brutally a-sasanated, beug indiscrimi- 
nately shot down. Caildren were murdered 
iu their mother's arms. The bodies were left 
where they fell. This statement was made to 
me by Major Walker, of tie 5.h Kansas cava!- 
ry one of the moat active and reliatle offlcars 
lath's a my. By this capture Price obtained 
five huudred slx-muJe teams and wagons, four 
brass guns, and several Luodre d stand of arms. 

General Steele evacuated Camden on the 
25ih or 26 .h, and commenced his retreat to 
Little Rock by the most direct route. He 
was closely followed by the entire rebel army 
under P.lce. His rear waa held by General 
Thayer, who was pressed cloeely. A* the Sa- 
line, forty-five miles south of Little Rock, 
where we arrived on the Mb, being appre- 
hensive of an attack upon that place by *»gin, 
8teele sent a brigade of cavalrv, under Colonel 
Cloud of the Kansas Second, to re-enlorce 
General West, who had superseded General

The rebels disputed the passage of the 
Saline by our forc-s, and a severe engagement 
ensued ou the Wtu.

For a long time after our Wilderness ficht it 
was diilicuU to make many men believe our 
movements wss not a retreat; but when ascer- 
tiinicg beyond <|u- stion wo were still advanc- 
ing, inclr enthu^a-.in knew no bounds, and 
made tiiewiods riLg with bnKeis for Grant 
and everybody. Our wounded have Buffered 
severely, and but tor the humane and tender 
recard lo- thtlr condition we should undoubt- 
!d:> ere this have besn upon the south bank 
Of the Atna. 

Ntw Tcrk, May 11. 

The Tiibunt's special has this sketch of 
ttMl battle after that of Saturday: 

General Warren'6 corris passed on through 
Todd's Cave on Saturday night towards the 
froat, aud at sunrise were within twenty one 
miles ot Spottsylva^ia C. H., and immediately 
were put in acllou to relieve the carairy. The 
enemy were also just in time for a eimilar 
movement, and Stuart's cavalry were simulta- 
neously re:iev«d by Lorgstreei's corps of in- 
fantry. The Seventh Corps, tired with a locg 
night's march, went i'Ho action with a double 
quick, Gen. Robinson's., division leading the 
charze. The rebels veiled before ihem, and 
we pushed them on for three miles. The last 
engagement of this morning's fight was ee 
v^re. Oar losses were great. 

Gen. RotlaBon was severely wounded, but 
we charged them ac> far and so impetuously 
r.a*. orf men were out flanked on the left 
and had to fall back a short distance to form 
t eir liucs aicw. The enemy gilaed no 
advantage, for our art llery was brought into 
action, and the rebels were unable to occupy 
the portion which our men bad abandoned 
The fifth corps had suffered in the previous 
litiht so tcverciy that there waa not a single 
tiivisiou of it iu perfect lighting trim. But 
Gen. Auger, commanding the regu'ars, fllrd 
iu from the rigbt and the position was held. 
Another de*pcra:e effoi 1 must be made before 
Spotteylvania Ckmrthcuse wi I be ir. our pos- 
session. 

That point once reached, an open country 
and fair battle fields Ue before us. About 
noon the batteries were pceted, curs on the 
edge of a piece oi woods, theirs en the oppos- 
ing hili. Tbe discharge of sbell lor some- 
time wis unite brisk, and severe. As even- 
ing apprca.heu Ge ieral Graut started to tbe 
float to take another glance at the position, 
and inspire our troops for the grand onset 
wbleh was soon to be made. Before he ar- 
rived ot our left flick the rattle of musketry 
from the advance Bkirmishers, and the atrag- 
gong In.-k of wounded m>n indicated that 
toe monunt hnd almost arrived. Tgoops from 
the Fifth and &ix(h Corps in several heavy 
line* were concentrated in front of the posi- 
tion to which the rebe'a had falbn bsck alter 
the engagement. In the early part of the day 
Ger. Wr ght'a division, already dlaUnguLfbed 
by meat g&ilant ac s, to-k the lead. 

At 6:£f o'clock a shout was raised and tbe 
attack commenced r.s our troops moved ont 
of the woods through a narrow open space

fortified bv the enemy. At 7:15, as the light 
began to fade away, the heat of the ttrirg be- 
gan to cease, and now the enemy commenced 
to give way, and the shon's ol our men re- 
ceding aa the enemy were pushed along, 
showed that the issues of the attack 
were favorable and decided. We had 
beaten the enemy and had drawn them from 
the position which they so strongly contested, 
but the darkness was now ao great we could 
not safely press them furihcr, and Spottsyl- 
vania still remained that night in the hands ot 
the rebels. 

Monday, a m., was opened quietly in camp, 
both for much needed rest and for replenish- 
ing the army with rations. 

Cairo, May 1L 
The steamer Silver Loon, Irnm Memphis for 
Cairo, past last night with 1,C99 bales cotton 

on board. 

The St. Patrick passed up with 900 bales of 
cotton for Evausville. 

Gen. Canby and staff arrived this morning 
en route to his command.
